SAN LUIS POTOSI-SmaUpox. 



Consul Bonney reported, January 26: 

Smallpox appeared in the city of San Luis Potosi about December 
15, 1910. During the week ended December 24 there were reported 

16 new cases with 2 deaths, and during the week ended December 31 
there were 5 new cases with 2 deaths. Compulsory vaccination was 
enforced. From January 1 to 26 there were reported 34 new cases. 

Smallpox is prevalent in the interior of the State of San Luis Potosi. 

TAMPICO— Smallpox— Malaria. 1 

Consul Miller reports January 29 : 

During the week ended January 21 there were officially reported 

17 new cases of smallpox with 3 deaths. The total number of cases 
to January 21 was 25 with 5 deaths. These figures include only cases 
occurring in Tampico, Dona Cecilia, Tancol, and La Barra. 

Under normal conditions at this port the deaths from malaria 
range from 20 to 30 per month, and during the spring and autumn 
months the number is greater. Water containers and deposits are 
not generally oiled to prevent the breeding of mosquitoes. 

PERU. 
CALLAO— Plague— Status of plague In Peru. 

Acting Asst. Surg. Castro Gutierrez reports, January 25: 
One case of plague was reported at Callao January 14. 
Plague is reported in Peru for the period from January 1 to 14 as 
follows : 
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The American consular agent at Salaverry reports the recent occur- 
rence of 2 cases of plague with 1 death. 

Bills of health from ports south of Callao show as follows : Mollendo, 
Peru, January 13, 4 cases of plague with 3 deaths in preceding two 
weeks; Arica, Chile, January 12, a few isolated cases of plague; 
Valparaiso, Chile, January 4, 92 cases of smallpox in preceding two 
weeks. 

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 
Status of Cnolera— Interlsland Quarantine Regulations. 

Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser at Manila reports, December 30, 
1910, and January 4, 1911: 

During the week ended December 24, 1910, no cholera was reported 
in the city of Manila or the Provinces.
